About this time, Gallio, a perſian. of celebrated 
virtue and probity (ſaid to have been elder brother to- 5 
the famous Seneca), was ſent to Corinth to be pro · 8 
conſul of Achaia. The unbelieving Jews ſeized on 

Paul, and, in a tumultuous manner, carried him to 

Gallio's tribunal, where they accuſed him of per- 
ſuading men to worſhip God. .contrary, to their laws. 
Paul was about to make his defence, but was pre- 
vented by Gallio's thus addreſſing the Jews; If =» 
were a matter of wrong or wickedneſs, O ye Jews, 
reaſon would that I: ſhould bear with you: but if it 
be a queſtion of words and names, look ye to it; for 
1 will be no judge in ſuch matters.
